It 
was legally established in 
July 2011 by an Inter-Gov¬ 
ernmental Agreement signed 
by C arib b e an Co annum ty 
M emb er States and b e gan a p - 
eratmn in January 2013. "The 
Agency rationalizes public 
health arrangements in the 
Region by combining the 
functions of five Caribbean 
Regional Health Institutes 
(RHIs) into a single agency 
Member agencies are 

* Tire Caribbean Environ¬ 
mental Health Institute 
(CEHI) 

* The Caribbean Epidemi¬ 
ology Centre (CAREC) 

* The Caribbean Food and 


Nutrition Institute (CFNI) 

* The Caribbean Health 
Research Council (CHRC) 

* The Caribbean Regional 
Drug Testing Laboratory 
(CRDTL) 

Their annual conference is 
"the largest health research 
conference in the English- 
sp e aking C aribb ean, and they 
expect nearly 250 delegates 
in attendance, comprised of 
researchers, policy makers 
and health care providers. 

The CARPHA Aruba to 
host 59th CARPHA Congress 
Conference creates a unique 
network of health stakehold¬ 
ers who share needs, informa¬ 
tion and experiences," 
explained Dr Simeon 

Meetings of the CARPHA 
Executive Board will begin 
on April 23 to decide an poli¬ 
cies for the earning year 
During the three days of the 
actual conference, there will 
be presentations by delegates 
spanning the region, present¬ 
ing 29 research papers, two 
Df them by local Aruban re¬ 
searchers. 

Tins year’s conference 
topic is "Chronic Non-Com- 
muni cable Diseases through 
the Life Course." Important 
issues such as childhood obe¬ 
sity, adolescent risk behav¬ 



iors, quality and coverage of 
care, biological, social, eco¬ 
nomic and environmental de¬ 
terminants of health and 
health of the elderly are the

Two important prizes for 
res ear ch will be presented dur¬ 
ing the conference; the David 
Picau Young Researcher Prize* 
which is awarded for the best 
paper presented by a 
Caribbean investigator who is 
not yet an established re¬ 
searcher, and the Student 
Prize, for the best paper by a 
student or student group

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Lawmakers approved a 13- 
month extension of US bor¬ 
rowing authority with no 
stungs attached Wednesday, 
shelving a fractious political 
debate over the nation's debt 
ceiling until after Novem¬ 
ber's mid-term elections 
The Senate passed the leg¬ 
islation 55 A3, marking a dra¬ 
matic victory for President 
Barack Obama ,who had de¬ 
manded a debt ceiling hike 
with no political riders or 
other legislation attached. 

The measure, which 
cleared the House of repre¬ 
sentatives a day earlier, now 
goes to the White House for 
Obama's signature 

An uncomplicated exten¬ 
sion o f b o rro wi ng autho n ty 
without other conditions 
would mark a shift away 
from recent confrontations 


that brought the world's 
largest, economy to the brink 
of default, culminating in the 
US government being shut¬ 
tered for 16 days m October 

It could also avoid the tur¬ 
moil that rocked US and in¬ 
ternational markets during 
the previous debt limit lights. 

But the bill was nearly tor¬ 
pedoed in a tense procedural 
vote minutes earlier, when the 
Senates Republican leaders 
struggled to muster enough 
votes to overcome a blocking 
tactic known as a filibuster 
horn within their ranks. 

In the end, 12 Republicans 
voted along with all Democ¬ 
rats to advance the bill, al¬ 
though n d Republicans 
backed its final passage. 

"What needed to get done 
got done," said Senator Bab 
Corker, one of the dozen Re¬ 
publicans who helped move 
the bill forward

The work takes a great deal 
of time before we can actually 
reach the phase of exploration 
It also means making large in¬ 
vestments by the company in 
charge of the work The Min¬ 
ister believes that the overall 


investment could reach as 
much as ICO million dollars. 
However, says de Meza, we 
cannot make any guarantees 
that there is anything despite 
the positive indications. We 
have to just wait for a final 
and concrete decision. He 
hopes that within a couple of 
months he could provide more 
information on this matter.

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Treacherous new storm 
targets snow-weary US 


CHICAGO (AFP) - The east¬ 
ern US, in the gnps of one of 
the most brutal winters m re¬ 
cent m em ary, braced 
Wednesday for what fore¬ 
casters warned could be the 
worst broadside yet -- a mas¬ 
sive storm with the season's 
heaviest snowfall. 

Treacherous snow snd 
freezing rain began buffeting 
parts of the South overnight 
Tuesday into Wednesday, and 
were expected to continue 
into Thursday, fa re': asters 
said. 

Areas further north geared 
far the onslaught, due to ar¬ 
rive late Wednesday in Wash¬ 
ington, DC and other parts of 
the east coast 

"Amounts of snow are 
forecast that will make travel 
d ang erou s," the N ati o n ai 
Weather Service said. 

"Only travel m an emer¬ 
gency. If you must travel, 
keep an extra flashlight, food 
and water in your vehicle in 
case of an emergency," it 
added 

White House spokesman 
Jay Carney said President 
Barack Obama had declared 
an emergency for 45 counties 
in Georgia, a move that al¬

(FEMA) to operate in the 
state.

PARIS (AFP) - Worldwide, 
one woman in 14 lias been sex¬ 
ually assaulted by someone 
other than a partner, according 
to the first global estimate of 
She problem, published on 
Wednesday 

Its authors said that despite 
important gaps in data the 
overall picture was clear: sex 
attacks on women are a big and 
widely overlooked problem. 

Reporting m The Lancet, 
researchers carried out an 
overview of investigations in 
56 countries. 

Their data was trawled 
from scientific j oumals as well 
as "grey" literature, meaning 
reports m publications that 
may not be peer-reviewed, an 
acknowledged benchmark of 
research. 

They identified 77 usable 
studies, providing 412 esti¬ 
mates of violence 

Overall, 7.2 percent of 
women aged 15 years or older 
told interviewers they had 
been sexually attacked at least 
once m their lives by someone 
who was not their intimate 
partner. 

"Our findings indicate a 
pressing health and human 
rights concern," the investiga¬ 
tors said "We found that sex¬ 
ual violence is a common 
experience for women world¬ 
wide and m some regions is 
endemic, reaching more than 
15 percent m four regions," 
said lead investigator 
Naeemail Abrahams of the 
South African Medical Re¬ 
search Council in Cape Town. 

The true tally of sexual vi¬ 
olence may be far higher in 
some regions, she said, potilt¬ 
ing to So utli Asia m particular. 

The wide differences be¬ 
tween regions could be ex¬ 
plained by varying levels of 
disclosure, the authors said.

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US launches voluntary 
cybersecurity plan 


Espionage malware may be 
state-sponsored: researchers 


WASHINGTON (AFP)-The US 
administration on Wednesday 
launched a cybersecunty plan 
winch aims to use voluntary col¬ 
laboration from the pnvate sector 
to protect cntical infrastructure 
from computer hackers. 

The initiative stems from an ex¬ 
ecutive order issued last year by 
President Barack Obama after re¬ 
peated failures in Congress of a cy- 
bersecuntylaw 

The so-called cyberseanity 
framework allows die government 
to lead anmfomiBfam-shaingnet- 
work but stops short of making 
mandatory die reporting of cyber 
threats 

Tlie goal is to protect so-called 
cntical mfrastuctiire, uAuchcamn- 
dude power grids. water systems 
and financial networks against 
winch a cyber attack could have 
cnppling consequences. 

Obama sad die voluntary 
framework "is a great example of 
how die private se :tor aid govern¬ 
ment can, and should, work to¬ 
gether to meet tins shared 
challenge." 

"While I believe today's frame¬ 
work marks a turning point, it's 
dear dial much more work needs 
to be done to enhaice our cyberse- 
cunty" Ob ana said m a statem ent.

Kaspersky Lab researchers 
said the Spanish-language 
malware known as "The 
Mask" or “Careto" has been 
used since at least 3007 and is 
unusually complex, with ver¬ 
sions that may infect mobile 
phones and tablets, including 
drose running Apple or Google 
operating systems 

The researchers said tlie au- 
diors who appear - to be Spanish 
speakers may use the virus to 
steal sensitive documents as 
well as encryption keys. 

Tlie main targets appear to 
be government and diplomatic 
offices, energy companies, re¬ 
search organizations, private 
equity firms and political ac¬ 
tivists, according to a white 
paper from Kaspersky 

"For the victims, an infec¬ 
tion with Careto can be disas¬ 
trous," the security firm said m 
a statement 

"Careto intercepts all com¬ 
munication channels and col¬ 
lects tlie mo st vital information 
fr om the victim's machine. De¬ 
tection is extremely difficult 
because of stealth ro ottot capa¬ 
bilities, built-in functionalities 
and additional cyber-espi¬ 
onage modules" 

Once a device is infected, 
tlie malware authors can inter¬ 


cept network traffic, key¬ 
strokes, Skype conversations 
and steal information from de¬ 
vices connected to the net¬ 
works. 

Tlie researchers said m their 
report they detected "traces of 
Linux versions, and possibly 
v ersi ons fo r i Pa d/i Pho ne an d 
Android, however w r e have not 
been able to retrieve the sam¬ 
ples." 

Tlie malware was active 
from DO07 until last month, 
when the command servers 
were shut down during 
Kaspersky's investigation, the 
researchers said 

"Several reasons make us 
believe tins could be a nation¬ 
state sp on s ore d c amp ai gn," 
Kaspersky researcher Costin 
Ram said. 

Ram said tlie authors 
showed a high degree of tech¬ 


nical sophistication and have 
been able to hide their activi¬ 
ties sd for. 

"Tins level of operational se¬ 
curity is not normal for cyber- 
crmiinal groups," he said. 

"Hie fact that tlie Careto at¬ 
tackers appeal' to be speaking 
the Spanish language is per¬ 
haps the most unusual fea- 
ture," the research paper sad 

"Wlnle most of the known 
attacks nowadays are filled 
with Chinese comments, lan¬ 
guages such as German, 
French or Spanish appear very 
rarely in APT (advanced per¬ 
sistent threat) attacks"

US stocks mostly lower; 

ending four-day Dow, S&P streak 

NEW YORK {AFP) - US stocks finished mostly lower 
Wednesday, snapping a four-day winning streak for the 
S&P 500 and the Dow Jones Industrial Average. At the 
closing bell, the Dow lost 31.79 (0.20 percent) at 
15.962.3S. The S&P 500 dipped 0.43 (0.03 percent) to 
1,813.26, while the tech-rich Nasdaq Composite index 
tacked on 10.24 |0.24 percent) to 4,201.23. The losses 
cam e even as the S enate voted to lift the US debt ceiling 
through March 2015, averting a contentious political bat¬ 
tle that could have rattled markets. Wednesday's muted 
market response is "a pause after yesterday," said Hugh 
Johnson of Hugh Johnson Advisors, alluding to US eq¬ 
uity gains of more than one percent Tuesday. Johnson 
described current market attitudes as "neutral" after 
negative sentiment dominated earlier in February. Bond 
prices fell. The yield on the 10-year US Treasury rose to 
2.76 percent from 2.72 percent, while the 30-year in¬ 
creased to 3.72 percent from 3.68 percent. Bond prices 
and yields move inversely.

The couple dedicated their 
2012 funds managed by the 


group for health and education, 
the Chronicle of Education 
wrote. 

Zuckerberg, who turns 30 
later tins year, is the youngest 
benefactor ever to top tire mag¬ 
azine's annual charitable dona¬ 
tions list 

His net worth was estimated 
by Farbes magazine at $ 19 bil¬ 
lion as of September, making 
him the 20th richest in the 
United States. 

That figure is believed to 
have shot up, however, thanks 
to a healthy rise in the value of 
Facebook shares, and now is 
approaching $30 billion, the 
market intelligence firm 
Wealth-X estimated recently

11 Schumacher has been in a 
coma since his December 29 ski accident, when he 
badly injured his head, causing serious swelling of the 
brain. The doctors treating him in the hospital in the 
French city of Grenoble two weeks ago said they were 
trying to coax him out of the coma by reducing his se¬ 
dation. Kehm said the process could take some time. 
With little information being given to media, the hospital 
has been left to fend off rumours.

Yankees star Jeter to 
retire after 2014 season 

NEW YORK (AFP)-Five- 
time World Series cham¬ 
pion Derek Jeter, a star 
shortstop for the New York 
Yankees entering his £Qth 
Major League Baseball 
season, announced 
Wednesday he will retire 
after the 2014 season. On 
his Ratebook page, Jeter 
posted a message thank¬ 
ing people for supporting 
him, especially after last 
season, when he played 
only 17 games because of 
a broken ankle suffered in 
the 2012 playoffs. "The 
one thing I always said to myself was that when baseball 
started to feel m ore like a job, It would be tim e to m ove 
forward/* Jeter said in his posting. "So really It was 
months ago when I realised that this season would likely 
be my last. As i came to this conclusion and shared It 
with friends and family, they all told me to hold off say¬ 
ing anything until I was absolutely 100 percent sure. 
Yankees captain Jeter, who turns 40 in June, signed a 
one-year contract worth $12 million with the team last 
November for this year. The lO^time all-star, who has 
been the team captain since 2003, helped the Yankees 
win the World Series in 1336, 1938,1099,2000 and 2003 
and was the 2000 World Series Most Valuable Player. 
Jeter, a native of the New York suburbs, wit have a 
farewell tour of the major leagues much the same way 
iconic Yankees closing relief pitcher Mariano Rivera of 
Panama did last year before his retirement. 
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
